Distortions on salaries 


The Star Ledger is fond of criticizing the Newark City 
Council, but once again your newspaper has failed to do 
its own homėwork. In a June 11 article by George Jor- 
dan and Jesse Drucker (“Newark Council Winners Put 
Perks on Notice”, the authors make a number of allega- 
tions that are absolutely false. They are “...nine council 
members currently earn at least $76,400. The balance 
cited by you is for unreimbursed expenses. You under- 
stand full well the difference between salary and ex- 
penses, but have chosen to lump them together for pur- 
poses of exaggeration. Secondly, we are not even near 
the best-paid elected municipal officials in the country. 
With just a quick review of council salaries in other cities, 
I have identified nine cities that pay their council mem- 
bers more. 

Council salaries include: 

Los Angeles, $98,069; Detroit, $62,000; Philadelphia, 
$65,000; Seattle, $75,505; Minneapolis, $67,763; Wash- 
ington, $80,605; Chicago, $75,000; Boston, $54,500; Port- 
land, $77,054. 

The Ledger said there is “no ceiling” for beepers, cel- 
lular telephones, long distance telephone charges, flow- 
ers, gifts, printing, office equipment, stationery and other 
office supplies. 


Wrong. There is a firm, fixed budget for all these 
items and it places a strict ceiling on what can be spent. 
Council members receive “full retirement benefits after 
10 years of service.” After 10 years or service, pension 
contributions are fully vested. You know vesting has 
nothing to do with full retirement benefits. 


Full retirement benefits can be paid after 25 years of 
service and only after the retiree has reached age 62. 
The recent municipal council elections provided a signal 
that the voters were concerned about the council's spend- 
ing. And it is appropriate for the council to respond to 
that message. But The Star-Ledger does a serious dis- 
service to this discussion by publishing inaccurate and 
inflammatory information.
